Protestion of Forests on Public yands in Alaska 

The General Land Office is charged with the sduinistre~ 
tion of approxinately 325,000,000 acres of public domain in 
the Territory of Lena of which approximately 250,000,000 
acres are in mc of tire protection. The mhgni bude af this 
protection problea oan be better realized by stating that this 
area is about 60 percent greater than is that of all the na« 
tional forests of the continental United States. The area in 
need of eveteetien consists: of approximately 40,000,000 acres 
of fairly dense forestsa of white spruce and bireh, 110,000,000 
sores of open woodland and interspersed grasslands, and 
100,000,000 acres of tundra vegetation in the extreme north 
and northwest sections of the Territory. 

The interior of Alaska has an annual precipitation of

SUPPLEMENTAL PATENTS 

the act of April Uj, 191, (38 Stat. 535), authorizes the 

iasuance of mew or supplemental patente, without coal reservae 

tions, if, after the issuance of the original patents with such 
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*x#Where upon final examination it is found that an entry or 
selection is in proper form and that the law has been com- 
plied with, a patent conveying the legal title to the 
claimant is issued. In the case of indemnity state selec- 
tions, the legal title is conveyed upon approval thereof 
by the Secretary of the Interior and certification by the 
Commissioner of the General Land Office. 
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
